Through the mercy of Gop we are approaching another of those

reflections so serious, as to check the thoughtless exhilaration to 
which we felt our spirits rising at the prospect of this annual jubilee, 
in the celebration of which, 80 many millions of human beings

The custom of celebrating the anniversary of (if we may be al- 
lowed the expression) the birth of Time, has become-venerable by 
its antiquity, it is exhilarating in its nature, sublime from its uni- 
versality ; and, by the blessing of Ieaven, it may prove as bene- 
ficent as it is venerable, exhilarating and sublime, 


To the question, which arises, of— How is it possible to make 
“ a season of festivity a tinie of uicomnion religious improvement ?”’ 
We answer in the words of our motto—* By talking with our 
“ past hours, and asking what report they bore lo Heaven.” It 
is not, we think, in the nature of the human mind to be en- 
tively engrossed by the present; the past and the future cast 
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the sober forms 
of memory, and the phantasma produced by hope, and desire, and 
fear, are incessantly intruding, not respecting the most vigorous ef- 
fort of the profoundest mind, nor seared by the wildest revel of the 
lightest one: If this be true, at the moment in which we hail the 
New Year, our minds will be forcibly carried over various scenes 
of the old one; or, at least, they will be excited to some ge- 
neral reflections upon so considerable a portion of the short

Let us, fellow Christians, earnest- 
ly petition the Most High, that these reflections on timeirrecover-

ral depravity, or of its Christian graces ; by this we may know 
whether we “be in the faith,’ for though the natural disposi- 
tion of the unrenewed heart is only “ evil and that continual- 
ly,” there is perheps no man who does not occasionally exhibit 
a “ goodness,” that like the morning cloud and the evening dew 
“ sneedily vanishes away ;” these virtues of impulse are mistaken 
for the graces of the Holy Spirit, and he flatters himself that he 
is “rich” while he is “ miserable, and poor, and blind, and na- 
ked:” The real Christian, on the contrary, “ dies daily,’ that is, 
every day witnesses some evil propensity of his heart weaker- 
ed, vanquished, or extinguished ; every year finds him still un- 
wearied in that “ path which shineth brighter and brighter un- 
to the perfect day ;”’ his graces are not withered hy the sun of 
earthly prosperity, nor are his hopes swept away though floods 
of calamity drowa his earthly comforts. Under every change 
of circumstances he can “triumph in the Lorp and riches fa 
the Gop of his salvation.” 

The stream of life has, during the last yeor, borne us all througir 
various scenes, but it has borne us steadily and directly towards 
Erernity. fome of us have “ sown is Hacets but the important 
question is, have we borne that “ précious seed” which shail en- 
title us te “return with joy, bringing our sheaves with us??— 
Others have rode before prosperous gales, inhaling health in every 
breeze, and gathering wealth in every harbour; let these ask 
themselves if they have given “ Gop the glory,” of having be-

\tr. Newell, in his letier dated Bombay, August 2d, 1814, ang 


of the first Monday in each month we keep the monthly concert cf 
prayer, established many years ago among all denominations of Chris. 
tians in Europe, to pray tor the universal spread of the Gospel. I do 
not recollect that this prayer meeting is observed in America.” Our 
brethren in [adia will soon have the satisfaction of knowing that this 
concert of prayer is now extensively observed in America. 


“ ‘The first Monday evening of every month is observed as a season 
of special and united prayer lor missionaries, by many Christians iy 
Lurope, by some in America, and by the missionaries, their families, 
and congregations, in Asia and Africa. ‘That the number of pious 
persons who unite in this concert, should be as great as possible, is 
certainly desirable, Christians will do well to consider, whether 
they can spend that evening more usefully in reference to their own 
spiriiual improvement, or more beneficially to the cause of Cohrisi, 
than by swelling the multitude of those, who are then with one hear:, 
though in far distant places, and in different languages, earnestly be- 
seeching their heavenly Father tosend his gospel to the heathen, and 
cause it to be received by all nations.” —Panapolist for Jan. 1815. 


Extracts from a piece in the Panopolist for March, 1815.—* It is 
known to the writer of these lines, that the proposal for a Concert o/ 
Prayer has been received by many Christians both ministers and 
private members of our churches with great interest. 1 have the 
pleasure of stating that.a large number of churches will commencs 
the observance of this concert on the first Monday of the present 
month. It is not too much to affirm, that if Christians, comparatively 
smallas their number is, will discharge all their duties actively, 
thoroughly, and perseveringly ; if they will pray as they ought to do, 
when they consider the efficacy of prayer, aud the wants and misery 
of their fellow men; if they will live, as they ought to do, when 
they refiect on the great privilege of leading others in the way of im- 
mortal life, by the power of a good example; if they will le- 
hour as they ought to do, when consulting the interests not of 
themselves merely, but of their country, the world, and all pow 
terity; the issue will be. transcendently glorious, the world will be 
reformed and renewed, and all men will come to the knowledge of 
that gospel, which is able to make them wise to salvation.” 


Extracts from New-Enagland ‘lract, No. 60.—“ Soon after the 
Missionary Society was instituted in London, in the year 1795, the 
Direetors recommended a missionary prayer meeting to be held on 
ihe first Monday evening of the month. ‘Uhis circulates among the 
numerous places of worship in and near the metropolis, the ministers 
of which are friendly to the interests of the society ; and an address 
is generally given to the friends assembled, by one of the ministers.— 
Occasionaliy also intelligence trom different parts of the world, re- 
apecting ‘he success of the missionaries is read. These meetings 
have by no means been confined to London. ‘They are held at the 
same hour in a great uumber of the principal cities and towns of the 
kingdom, and are in general weil aitended. Similar meetings are 
also held in several foreign countries, 2s in Holland, Switzerland, 
Germany, America, India, Africa, and wherever there are any mix 
sionaries fi lhe societies in England. ‘hus an immense number 
of praying persons are engaged nearly at the same hour io their supe 
plications to the God of all gr:ce, in behalf of a world lying in wick- 
edness, and for the spread of that glorious gospel which is the power 
of God to salvation. !t-bas lately been proposed by ministers and 
christians in different parts of New-England, that one hour on the first 
Monday evening of every month should be devoted to prayer for the 
objects above mentioned. The proposal has already been embraced 
by large numbers in various sections of New-England, who are uni- 
tedly engaged in prayer, either secret or social, at the time specified,

Profane swearing is not only 
a great impiety, but it isan immorality ; it is a crime which tends to 


_ destroy social order. A solemn oath, which is among men the end 


of all strife, becomes an empty form, producing no effect, when pro- 
fane oaths have become so comnion as to be uttered and heard with- 
out emotion. It is not only in the book of God that it is written, 
“ thou shzit not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain ;” but this 
sin is furbidden ia the statute of the state. 

But perhaps some will say, “if we do wrong and deserve to be 
blamed, who gave these moral sociclies power over us?” Friends! 
we pray understand this matter; we claiin no power over you in our 
associaie capacity, that we do not possess as individuals. Ifyou trans- 
gress the Inws of the state, we have a right, as individuals, to seek to 
bring you to justice. Andif we are pleased to associate together, to 
strengthen one another’s hands, ‘to take up and perform neglected du- 
ties, this is claiming no society prerogatives. 

But some mney still enquire, * why all this efficiousness? Why is 
the moral society so engaged about the conduct of their fellow citi- 
wns? Why are they not willing that every one should take care of 
one—and that every one should do as he pleases ?” “Fellow citizens! 
be candid. Hear usa moment. Was the good Samaritan tooofficious 
who rescued from death the man who fell among thieves? If we 
should see cre of our veighbours fall under his burden, so that he 
could not rise, should we fear the charge of oficiousuess for approach- 
ing him to help him up? Should we nut evidently manifest hatred to 
our neighbour, if we left him to die under his burden / If we suppose 
the burdea to Je not natural, but moral ; does it entirely alter the 
case ? Hear the decision of the God of Israel on this point: “ Thou 
ehalt not hate thy brother in thine heart: Thou shall in any wise re- 
buke thy neighbour, and not suffer sir upon him.” UWour neighbour, 
ina fit of iusanity, claim a right to take his own life, shall we sit by, 
and suffer him to doit? Uf, without being insane, he should claim 
this right, should we not be chargeable wilt his death, if we did not 
interpose, like Paul ia the prison of Philippi, saying, do thyself no 
harm ? Ail will gront, that silence in this case would be guilt. If it 
would be wrong to sit ag a silent spectator of a suicide effected by the 
pisto}, the steel, or the laudanum, how can if be right to see it effect- 
ed by the more slow but sure means of intoxicaiing drinks, and do 
nothing to preventit? If there be no statute under this government 
against a man’s killing himselfin this way, besides having previously 
beggared his family, and rendered himself useless, and even noxious to 
society, still there is a lav of love, which enjoins it on us to exert our- 
selves to the ufmost of our power to prevent this train of evils. Ifthe 
mao of strong drivk curse us for ourofliciousness, while we seek to be- 
nefit bim and his family, aod make him a blessing to his generation, 
we know that in his sober hours, (if he has such hours) he cannot but 
be convinced in his conscience, that we have taken the right side, in 
dissuading him from pursuing bis course. And we have no doubt but 
that he will exist long enough, to see, that it was no unsuitable med- 
cling with other people’s business, for us to exert ourselves for the 
suppression of this, and other prevailing vices. 

If if is proper for good men to unite in suppressing a dangerous ip- 
surrection, which is aimed at the life of all order and good govern. 
ment, why ts it not proper, when they see vice and immorality com- 
ing ia Uke « flood, to unite their counsels, influence and exertions to 
suppress them, or al least, to check their progress? For vice and 
immorality, if not restrained, will, like an insurrection, sap the foun- 
dation of government.

THE ANNUAL MEETING 


Of the “ Society for the Relief of respectable, aged, indigent Females,” 
was held on Thursday, the 30th ult, in the Leclure-Reom of the Brick 


Church, when the following Report was read :— 
SECOND ANNUAL LEPORT., 

The Members of * ‘The Society for the rclief of respectable, aged, 
indigent Females,’ have the pleasure of Inying before (he humane 
lriends of this Jnstitution, an account of their proccecings daring the 
second year of its establishment. The promise of God, that * The 
needy shali not always be forgotten,” ani that “ the expectation of the 
poor shall not perish for ever,” is happily realized by the many bene- 
volent societies in this city. ‘Vo relieve and to comfort those aged 
females, who once enjoyed a good degree of affluence, but now re- 
duced to ;overty by the vicissitudes of Providence, wust be deemed 
a very necessary, important, christian obligation. Under this im- 
pression, the Board of this Society have attempted to discharge their 
duties with tenderness to the necessitous, and faithtulneses to the 
Institution. 

It is with grateful pleasure, the Board acknowledge the liberal en- 
couragement received from a generous publie, during the last twelve 
months ; which, under the smiles of heaven, has enabled them to 
distribute necessaries 2nd comforts to 115 aged women. Of these, 


59 are between 60 and 70 years of age, 
38 are between 70 and 80, 
17 are beiween 80 and 90, 

1] is between 90 and 100. 


Three of these are deprived of their natural sight ; and nine, since 
the last Report, have paid the debt of nature. 

It is a felicity that so many aged fernales have been refreshed by 
the tender hand of charity ; and others soothed on their dying beds in 
prospect of an opening grave ! One circumstance deserves to be 
mentioncd. Aan infirm pensioner on the hooks of this Society con- 
municated information, that she believed herself entitled to some 


property in New-Orleans; but, poverty prevented her from making a 


legal inquiry—and she had no frien’. The Managers of this Society 
succeeded in interesting two gentleman in her cause. "The result 
was, she has received 250 dollars, and will soon he put in possession 
of the remainder, which will make the evening of her life con- 
fortable. . 
Eighteen shares have been purchased in the Mechanics’ Bank of this 
city, for the future benefit of the establishment ; the interest there- 
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from has been appropriated to the purchase of small stoves for the iu- 
digent objects of the Society. 

A petition for an Act of Incorporation was presented last winter 
to the Legislature, which was granted by that houourable body. 

It will be observed by the statement of the ‘Treasurer ; that of the 
amount of receipts and expenditures, from November, 1814, to the 
present date, a very small proportion remains in the "l'reasury. We 
would, therefure, suggest to our respected subscribers, the necessi{ y 
of punctuality in making payment at the annual meeting of the So- 
ciety. This will save much trouble and the expense of employing a 
collector; remembering likewise, that from this source our ability 
must flow, to answer our benevolent purposes. 

We cannot conclude this report without devout acknowledgments 
to the Supreme Being for his beneficence to us iu favour of the re- 
duced and aged females placed beneath our care; especially during 
the last wiuter, amidst the calamities of war. ‘l'o appeal to the ten- 
der feelings of the public, to contribute their generous aid in support- 
ing this benevolent undertaking, cannot be deemed improper. A de- 
sire for the comforts of life, is congenial with the feelings of humanity. 
But when these are suspended, to those who once enjoyed them; par- 
ticularly so under the severe infirmities of old age, and the prospect 
of mortality : to coutribute to the relief of such, must unquestiona- 
bly proye a luxury to every generous heart. We doubt not but that 
such persons will continue their humave exertions to assist us to per- 
severe in our undertaking, that we may wipe away the tear which 
passes down the furrowed cheek of decrepit age. Let us therefore 
remember to do good aod to communicate ; for with such sacrifices 
God is well pleased. '

TO THE INHABITANTS OF CLINTON COUNTY. 


FELLOW CITIZENS— 

Tue undersigned were appointed a Committee to address you on 
the subject of a contemplated Moran Socirry, for the County of 
Clinton. In obedience to the directions contained in the resolution 
to which we owe our appointment, we now beg leave to present you 
a brief outline :—1Ist, Of the design of the projected society. 2dly, Of 
the means ofattaining it. 3dly, ‘Ihe motives which should induce 
every wise and good man to aid iu promoting it. 

Ist. The design of a Moral Society is to suppress, by all lawful 
means, gross vices, aud to promote the knowledge and practice of mo- 
ral virtue. The vices, the correction of which is principally intend- 
ed, are—the public violation of the Christian Sabbath; profane 
swearing ; the intemperate use of ardent spirits, and gambling. As 
these flagrant and pernicious viclations of the Moral law and the laws 
of the state are the prolific sources of all the other vices, the suppres- 
sion of these is a compendious method of suppressing the whole. 2dly, 
The means which moral associations supply to accomplish the above 
mentioned objects are :— 

Ist—The voluntary engagement of all who become members of 
them, to abstain themselves from all known immorality, and to dis- 
countenance it in others, by their conversation, example, influence, 
and authority. 2id—'‘I’he extensive circulation of tractsin which the 
folly, wickedness, and ruinous efvets of the vices above mentioned, 
are plainly and forcibly exhibited. 3d-—'I'he combination of the mo- 
rality, wisdom, talents, and influence of the Couaty into a systematic 
and united opposition to the vices in question. 4th—Aiding and up- 
holding the civil magistrate in the faithful and vigorous execution of 
thelaws. Sdly—The motives which should induce every wise and 
good man to give his support to a moral society of the above describ- 
ed character, are, Ist-—]t Is an unchangeable law of our nature, that 

)vice and misery are inseparably connected as cause end effect. — The 
vices in question, are deadly enemies and pestilent destroyers of ail 
that is good, in individuals, families, and communities. Sabbath- 
breaking and profane swearing benum bs the sense of moral oblication 
and hardens the mind against the fear and reverence of the Supreme 
Being. These offences against God, bring down his wrath upon the 
guilty and upon the communities where they are tolerated. Drunk- 
enness undermines the health, wastes the estate, debases the mental 
faculties, sears the conacience, extineuishes the natural and social 
affections of the heart, hrutatices the whole man, and hurries him un- 
lamented into an ignominious and early grave, and unprepared into 
the eternal woald. . 

These vices do not confine their destructive energy to the wretch- 
ed slaves of them, tor they fasten upon the vital interests of society. 
Families are beggared); Children are suffered to grow up in the igno- 
rance aud delasement of abject and disgraceful poverty, idleness, 
andall their Kindred vices. he example and influence of one 
swearer and drnukard in a neighbourhood, will soon corrupt five, and 
these five again many others. There is an amazingly rapid increase 
of vicious and profligate men, where one is suffered to perpetrate his 
vile actions unpunished and uuconfemned. The vast consumption 
of ardent spirils in this County, and its ruinous effects may be imagin- 
ed by adverting to the melancholly fact, that in, the estimation of 
competent judges, no less than 30,000 gallons of ardent spirits are an- 
nually crak in this county. ; 

2d. The laws of this state, common humanity, a regard to the cha- 
_tactery peace, wealth and general prosperity and bappiness of our fel- 
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low citizens, loudly call upen every wise good man to exert himself 
in preventing the otherwise inevitable increase of vice and the speedy 
ruin ofthe country. A-few moments reflection will evince to every 
‘man of judgment and experience, that if through moral instruction, 
the coercion of the law, the ferce of habit, the power of shame, ani 
the influence of the great body of the people are not combined to ren- 
der the vices in question infamous, and to bring the guilly to punish- 
ment, they will increase with great rapidity, and gather new streagth 
by impunity. Vice ismever the refurmer of vice: virtue must be di- 
ligently cultivated, or it will not flourish: but vice needs only to be 
jet alone and it will grow with a baleful luxuriance. 3d—"Iis not at 
present in the power of our civil magistrates, or of a few individuals 
to de any thing effectual in this necessary work. "Tis too popular to 
drink and swear. in onr country the laws draw their authority prin- 
cipally from popular opinion. ’’is necessary, therefore, that the sen- 
timents of the weighty part of community should be distinctly ex press- 
ed io favour of a strict execution of the existing laws against the vices 
in question. When this is done, the magistrate will be enabled to 
put the laws in force with courage and effect. When vicious men 
behold not only the laws, but the character and talents of ihe coun- 
try arrayed against them, they will shrink from the public breach of 
the laws, and if they will be vicious they must be vicious iu the 
dark. 
4th. "Tis practicable to effect a reformation. The success which 
has crowned similar efforts in other parts of this state and in the neigh- 
bouring states, is a complete proof that the same wise and yvigo 
rous measures here will produce the same happy efleets.. Mo- 
ral societies have been formed in the cilies of New-York and Al- 
hany—in Utica, in Buffaloe, and in Washington county. "There are 
about 40 Moral Societies in Connecticut besides a general state socie- 
ty. There are many likewise in Massachusetts and Newhampshire 
and int Vermont.- We do not therefore recommend to you an untried 





totally disregarded, and devoted to hunting, fishing, bird-catching. 
tavern-hauniing, traffic, marketin., and other indecent purposes, fis 
disturbance of the worship of God and contempt of our holy religion, 
this meeting consider ali such transeressors of human and divine laws 
as deserving universal censure and reproof. 

3. Resolved, That this meeting consider the practice of retailing 
spirituous !iqvors on the Sabbath day, as unlawful, immoral and un- 
becoming a virtuous and respectable retailer; because especially it 
has « tendency |» bring together numbers of iil-disposed persons, to 
the great annoyance of peaceable neighbors and the bad example of 
youth ; \herefore (haf such reiailers are unworthy of their licenses. 

4. Resolved, 'T hai we the undersigned magistrates and other citizens 
lament the necessity which compels us ; but we feel constrained, ane 
lo therefore hereby deelare our determination to eaforce the penal 
statues of this state against those gross violators of the laws, and we 
do also hereby invite the neighboring towns to concur with us in 
these resolutions. 

5. Resolved, That these proceedings be published in the Plebeian
